of a reform of the sta te g ov ernment of Nebra ska ,

sponsored a constitutiona l a m endm ent by which the leg ­ 
islature will consist of one house instea d of two, and will 
hav e membership ra ng ing from thirty to fifty . 
Voters 
will pass upon the proposa l in Nov ember. 
This idea ha s been floa ting a round 
in 
Nebra ska 
for 
some time, not being ta ken seriously . 
It has v aried in 
terms from a commsision plan to an a ssembly of twenty 
members. 
When Sena tor Norris finally presented a d e f­ 
inite prog ra m it took into a ccount a g enera l objection 
from rural precincts on the point of number of a ssem bly ­ 
men. 
Twenty were too few*. 
Hence the Norris v a riation 
to ta ke into a ccount the popula r objection. 
Outaide of reduction of ex penses of g ov ernment, which 
doe* not seem to be a ma tter of much concern under the 
powera tha t g ov ern now in this country , the 
proposed 
cha ng e may not offer much more tha n an a rg ument. 
Time and a g a in we ha v e tried to correct the errors 
made at the polls by cha ng ing the form of g ov ernment, 
with all the a ccompa ny ing wea knesses. 
W hen we a ba n­ 
don popula r g ov ernment to rid ourselv es of its w ea kness­ 
es, we g et g ov ernment with more objectiona ble elements. 
Cha ng ing the form usually ends in disa ppointment, be­ 
cause it wa s not the form that wa s in error. It wa s popu­ 
lar judg ment of men and issues. 
W hat is proposed in Nebra ska is much the sa me as the 
cha ng e ma de in numerous cities from the a lderma nic to 
th t commission form of g ov ernment. 
Qua lity of g ov ern 
ment in the last a na ly sis depended upon the qua lity of 
men elected. 
The theory of the commission form wa s ex ­ 
cellent. 
its working s bore out the theory to a consider­ 
a ble ex tent, but it didn’t correct the errors in judg ment of 
the v oters. 
Some time we try to correct such errors by
